LARGE GATHERING AT GREAT 


CONOWAGO PRESS. CHURCH. 


A Permanent Organizatien^Effected 


and Plans Laid for Reunion 


Next Year. 


The gathering of the descendants of 


Robert Mcllhenny and Victor King on 
last Saturday proved to be a very 
unique and delightful occasion. 
The 


event was the inspiration of Wm. A. 
Mcllhenny of this place. With the. as- 
sistance of Miss Annie H. Majors of 
town, invitations were sent out to 
every known descendant of the two 
families. The day was a perfect one 
and 161 descendants gathered at the 
old kirk of their fathers, the Greater 
Conowago Presbyterian Church near 
Hunterstown. They came not only from 
the county, but from all parts of the 
country in autos and conveyances. The 
call had the notes of the bagpipe that 
rallied them to the gathering of the 
clans. 


This family reunion represented two 


of the oldest families in the Tyrone- 
Straban section of the county. In 1735 
three brothers, Victor, James and Wil- 
liam King are the first settlers on one 
side of the Great Conowago Creek and 
in 1745 Robert Mcllhenny is the first 
settler on the opposite bank of the 
creek. These sturdy pioneers had to 
fight the Indians and Victor King is a 
lieutenant in a company raised in this 
section by Thomas Hamilton. When 
the war of the Revolution comes these 
original settlers furnished sons for the 
cause of freedom, Robert Mcllhenny 
and Hugh King becoming lieutenants 
of companies with other brothers in the 
ranks. The ties of country, of a com- 
mon defense are further cemented by 
ties of blood, Lt~ Robert Mcllhenny 
marrying Martha King and his brother 
"VVm. Mcllhenmy marrying Agnes King, 
daughters of Victor King and their 
sister Ann Mcllhenny marrying Wil- 
liam King, son of James King. De- 
scendants of all three and other 
branches were present. 


The lecture room of the church was 


used for a dining hall and the long 
tables were more than twice filled be- 
fore the feasting -was at an end. A de- 
licious dinner was served, one of thofp 
kind with everything to be* thojiifct of 
to put everyone tn the best of humor 
with the world and specially his or her 
kinsfolk. 
Alter dinner the gathering was pho- 


tographed in front of the church. All 
were invited into the church to help to 
form a permanent organization of the 
McIlhenny-KrBg 
descendants.

Samuel Knox of Germantown called the 
meeting to order and Rev. Geo. F. 
Baker, pastor of the church, invoked 
the divine blessing on the gathering. 
Mr. Knox them stated that he was pre- 
pared to entertain a motion for a per- 
manent president and believed the 
honor should be given to the one who 
had made possible the delightful gath- 
ering, and Wm. A. Mcllhenny of this 
place, was unanimously chosen presi- 
dent. 


Mr. Mcllhenny, in taking the chair, 


made a short speech expressive of his 
thanks. The other officers chosen were 
Miss Annie H. Majors, secretary, and 
Hugh Mcllhenny treasurer. The presi 
dent cleverly suggested that the feel- 
ings of some present might be hurt if 
they were not asked to help defray the 
expenses and a collection was taken up 
and literally responded to. 


An executive committee of five was 


authorized and named, R. K. Majors of 
Straban, Wm. B. McIIhenny of Gettys 
burg, James Mcllhenny of Knoxlyn, 
Miss Ann Mcllhenny and James F. 
Bell. 


A committee on history was next au- 


thorized and 
named.

Mcllhenny of New York City. Wm. A. 
Mcllhenny of Harrisburg. S. M. Knox 
of Germantown, Miss Fannie Bell of 
Hunterstown and Prof. Franklin Men- 
ges of York. 


Prof. Menges addressed the gather- 


ing giving data of the first land grant 
to Robert Mcllhenny and other mat- 
ters of family history. Wm. A. Mcll- 
henny of Harrisburg gave history of 
his branch of the family, the connect 
ing link -with the Adams county family 
being now unknown. Victor King Mc- 
llhenny of near Pittsburg was present 
and an interesting statement he had 
prepared was read by Miss Annie H. 
Majors. Further remarks were made 
by Victor King Mcllhenny of New York 
City, "Win. Arch. McClean and Prof. 
Menges. 


Two antiques attracted much atten- 


tion, an old piece of furniture of Violet 
Xing, loaned by the Bell family, and 
the old collection box of the kirk, a 
square affair marked 1778. 


Enthusiastic unanimity was given to

Educational Meeting. 


Tbe first Educational Meeting of 


the Teachers' Rally of Cumberland 
township was held Friday evening, 
September 24th, at Fairplay school. 
H. Bream, teacher. 


A very interesting and instructive 


program was presented. 
The meet- 


ing was called to order by the Presi- 
dent. Before transacting the business 
of the meetiug all participated in sing- 
ing America. Owing to the absence 
of the Secretary Mary Rudisill was 
elected pro tern. 
Then followed the 


reading and aeeeptiug of the constitu- 
tiou of the Rally. The president then 
read a letter sent to tbe Rally by the 
county Superintendent, Prof. Roth. 


Arter the business was transacted 


Mr. Bream welcomed the teachers 
| and patrons to tbe meeting. He stat- 
' ed that the object of the meeting held 
by the Teachers' Rally was to bring 
tbe patrons in closer relation with tbe 
school and to promote the educational 
interest of the teachers. Tbe regular 
order of the program was tben follow- 
ed which consisted of singing, three 
topics that were discussed 
by tbe 


teachers and recitations by tbe pupils 
of the school. 


The tint topic discussed, "What do 


you understand by being thorough?" 
was ably discussed by Miss Mary 
Bream and Miss Edith Mickley. The 
discussion was opened by Miss Bream 
saying, "Tbe school is a place of living 
agency, the teacher should have a 
' thorough knowledge of tbe subjects 


she is teaching, and a teacher should 
never use uotes in class.'' 
The secoud 


speaker, Miss Mickley, said: "Tlie 
three principles necessary for the ad- 
vaucemeut of the education of a child, 
uuity, thoroughness and spirit of in- 
quiry. A person may be thorough in 
one place and not in another. 
Tbe 


teacher may also tie thorough in one 
subject aud uot iu another, but we 
may beeouie more thorough by know- 
ing all the subjects." Tbe subject be- 
ing generally uiscunsed. Professor H. 
M. Roth said he sometimes wished 
everything could be learned as thor- 
oughly as tbe multiplication tables, 
but much which is taugbt to the child 
is uot remembered aud sometimes it 
is good that it is not, as for instance, 
if a child gives tue following defini- 
tion for the predicate of a seuteuce: 
"Tbe predicate of a sentence is that of 
which frornethiug is said." 
He said a 


teacher should be able to go before 
some of tbe classes without text books. 
But she should always know wbat is 
iu tbe lesfeou and tbe important parts 
that she wants to emphasize. 
The 


teacher should always bave some aim 
in view when teaching a class. She 
should put all tbe interest in tbe les- 
son. Get tbe child interested to aek 
questions during tbe recitation. 


The second topic, "My Jdeal Coun- 


try School," was discussed by Johu 
Black and Miss Laura Raflenspergtr. 
The former saying his Ideal Country 
School was to bave a school building 
in tbe centre of tbe township and then 
bave tbe schools graded. But as we 
do not bave this we should try to 
make our district schools ideal. To 
have an ideal country schorl tbe teach 
er should be backed by tbe Board of 
Directors and patrons who are inter- 
ested iu school work. 
The teacher 


should bave educational qualities aud 
discipline. 
Parents do wrong by 


sending their children to the district 
school under six years of age. He 
urged that children remain iu the dis- 
trict bchool until they are qualified to 
take the examination for a diploma 
issued by the County Superintendent. 


Misb Raflent-perger was uot present 


but her essay was read by Mr. Appier. 
She said that there are many ideals of 
country schools. 
Tbe needs of our 


schools ie closer supervision. The di- 
rectors should visit tbe schools fkRCf 
mouth. 
She emphasized that care 


should be taken in selecting grounds 
for school buildings. 


The subject opened for discussion 


Mr. Stultz gave some very good points 
on tbe Ideal School, saying that the 
word ideal bad a very broad meaning, 
and that each teacher should try to 
find what an Ideal school is, and fol- 
low that. Speaking of thoroughness 
he said. 
Many of the failures are 


caused by the lack of thoroughness. 


The last topic discussed was "Prim- 


ary Reading," Mary Rudisill opened 
discussion saying much of the edu- 
cational development of a child de- 
pends on the way in which it is start- 
ed in reading. A child should be 
taught to read well when youug. Her 
method for teaching primary read- 
ing was tbe word method. 


Miss Mable Bolliuger said tbe sub- 


ject, Primary Reading, is being dis- 
cussed by the educatioual msn of to- 
day. Tbe child should not be allowed 
to read in any manner, but so that 
its reading will be expressive. 


Then Prof. H. M. Roth gave a short 


talk, stating the value of the word 
method to that of the A B C method 
A child can be taught a hundred 
words in less time than it can be 
taught tbe A B C's, because when a 
child is taught a word it means some 
thing to it, but a letter means noth 
ing. It is better to have the object in 
sight when the word is taught as i 
will make an impression on the iniud 
of the cbild, and will remember i 
better. Teachers should try to teach 
the child two new words a day, and 
tben bave a list of all the word 
taught on tbe blackboard, taking fre 
quent reviews of them.

he Battle of Gett\sburg in July 1913, 
ook the first steps last week b> meet- 
ng in Philadelphia and organizing, 
'he meeting was at the Union League 
nd after a luncheon. General Louis 
Vaguer was elected chairman and Rev. 
ohn R. Bo> le of Reading secretary, 
'he members of the commission pres- 
nt beside the two named were Colonel 
R. Dale Benson of Philadelphia. Adju- 
ant Wm.Penn Lloyd of Mechanicsburg 
Colonel R. Bruce Rickets of Wilkes- 
Barre, and Corporal Irvin K. Campbell 


f Pittsburg. The members not pres- 
nt were Sergeant Alexander McDowell 
f Sharon, Louis T. Brown of Pitts- 
urg, and Major General John R. 
Brooke of Philadelphia. 


The purpose of the appointment of 


he commission was discussed and that 
he co-operation of Congress and the 
States of the Union were desirable and 
should be sought The officers of the 
commission were instructed to submit 
a first draft of a communication to be 
sent to Congress and the States asking 
;heir co-operation in the celebration. 


Governor Stuart had been asked to 


meet with the commission and was un- 
able to do so. In order to confer with 
.he Governor the next meeting was 
ixed for October 25 at Harrisburg. 


Later in the week after the organi- 


zation the resignation of Major Gener- 
al John R. Brooke was made public. Be- 
fore the next meeting of the commis- 
sion Gov. Stuart will likely have nam- 


d some one in his place.

GETTYSBURG AUD TELLS OF 


THE PLEASURE OF HIS TRIP 


In bis Paper, the Hampstead Enter- 


prise—How Others 


See Us. 


JLast week we speut a few days at 


Gettysburg, ou business, aud passed 
several hours iu the Adauis County 
Court House with J. G. Sloiiaker, the 
popular aud efficieut couuty treasurer 
aud others of the "uuwashed aud 
unternlied.1' for it must be remember- 
ed that Adauife couuty is oue ol those 
strange settiugs, a Democratic couuty 
iu Peuusylvauia. aud be It said to the 
credit of the officials, a cleau couuty, 
too. 


\Ve also met some grumlulii ilepun- 


licaus of the old guard—meu who were 
iu the heat of the battle that was 
waged there some forty-six years ago. 
AUIOUK them was Marcus J. Hauiiltou. 
Mr. Hauiiltou is oue of the kiud who 
fought in the :frout rauks during the 
war aud wheu the war was over, quit 
figatiug aud uow takes pleasure iu 
graspiug the haud of the worthy foe 
who wore the gray 


They have a street car Hue at Gettys- 


burg that makes the rouud of the 
great battlelield every hour aud sever- 
al times duriug our stay, we made the 
trip with Mr. Hamilton as our com- 
panion. He knows every foot of the 
vast area over which mighty armies 
struggled, advancing, retreating, tak- 
ing a position aud then abandoning it, 
each time leaving ou the gory Held 
many of America's bravest and best 
men. 


Of course iu a hurried trip like this 


we could get but little of the details of 
the battle nor even glance at the bun 
dreds of monuments that stand like 
grim sentinels over the once bloody 
field. Many of the houses still stand 
•a they did during that terrible slaugh- 
ter when over 10,000 brave men gave 
up their lives and hundreds of thou- 
sands bore from the field the ghastly 
tokens of war. Those houses that were 
standing during the three days battle, 
bear the marks of shot and shell, and 
•ven here and there a panel of board 
fence shows the path of deadly mis- 
Biles. 


Far away to the west, hazily out- 


lined against the borizou, the Blue 
Ridge still keeps its vigils, Big and 
Little Round Top, Gulp's Hill and 
other eminences rise above the valleys 
and are decorated with many monu- 
ments. Plum Run still winds its way 
between the Round Top and Wheat 
field, but today it flows tranquilly 
through Death Valley glimmering i 
like a thread of silver under the slant- 
ing September sun. Forty-six years 
ago it glowed cnmsou with the blood 
of the dying or wounded who sought 
its welcome waters to cleanse their 
wounds or to lie down and die upon 
its mossy banks, dreaming in death's 
delirium of raging battles or of the 
home that this day's work would make 
desolate. 


Details are tedious. Volumes have 


been written about this great battle, 
virtually the turning point in the war, 
but all has not been written and never 
can be. As years pass by more facts 
develop, more monuments spring 
magic-like from the soil and a united 
nation walks hand in hand over the 
field where once its bravest and nobl- 
est sons met in battle array aud fought 
as never mortals fought since first the 
flight of time began.

Section 1. Be it enacted and ordained by 
the Burgess aud Town Council ot the Bor- 
ough ot Gettysburg. Adams county. Pennsyl- 
vania, that permission be and is hereby 
granted unto W. H. Lauius in trust for a 
proposed street railway company, its succes- 
sors anil assigns, to construct, operate and 
maintain a HIle Of single track street rail- 
way, including the iiet-essarv and proper 
poles, wires, fixtures and other appliances. 
with eon\~uieut turnouts, switches aud sid- 
ings withiu the Borough of Gettysburg. Ad- 
ams County, Pennsylvania, upoii. over and 
along the following described route, to wit: 


Beginning at a point in the eastern bound- 
ary line of the Borough of Gettysburg, ap- 
proximately two thousand (2000) feet south 
of Hanover street at the point of crossing 
by said Hanover street of Rock Creek ; ex- 
tending thence in a northwardly direction 
over and through private property belong- 
ing to S. McC. Swope, W. C. Shee'ly. D. M. 
Wolf. W. T. Ziegler and E. P. Sachs. cross-

INSECT FRIENDS OF FARM 


ONE THAT FEEDS UPON ANO 


DESTROYS TREE BORERS. 


Dentistry as Applied to Trees in the 


Removal of Decayed Portions— 


Bark Beetles. 


An insect, slightly resembling the 


drasou rly, was received at the Division 
of Zoology of the Pennsylvania De- 
partment'of Agriculture by State Zoo- 
logist Surface, accompanied by a letter 
having the name attached ol a promi- 
nent Luzerue county physician, who 
wrote: "The euclosed specimen is 
highly destructive to my maple shade 
trees.£Kiudly inform me what to do.'' 


The"specimen proved to be a Tual- 


esse. which .State Zoologist .Surface 
pronounced "a destroyer of other iu- 
-eot-' •"!<! e'pe'T'l'y of some of the 
worst enemies octrees' 1 In this re- 
spect it is like the lady bug, which 
feeds upon tht .San Jose scale. 
The 


Thales-sa ha* h'Ug antennae and a tail 


of three black hairs, like 


of a horse's tail, each about three 


inches Ions;. These fi'im a long tube 
which it insert.- in the holes made in 
trees t>y oorers, and having encounter- 
ed a bor,r it depo.-its its eggs in or 
near it. 
1'hese eggs develop larvae 


which feed upon the borer aud destroy 
it. Owners of fruit aud shade trees, 
instead of destroying the Thalessa, 
should protect and preserve this use- 
ful insect. 


Dentistry as Applied to Trees. 
state Zoologist Surface found a let- 


ter iu the mail sent to the Division of 
Zoology of the Pennsylvania. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, asking how to 
prevent decay in i tree from making 
further progress. The writer said : 
"We have a cherry tree whose trunk 
has rotted considerably. What can be 
done to save the tree'.1 Is it a good 
plan to cut out the dead part and rill 
up the hole with cement?" 


Professor Surface 
replied: 
"The 


proper treatment for the cavity of your 
cherry tree is to clean this out, remov- 
ing the decayed wood ; theu wash or 
spray the interior with an antiseptic, 
such as a two per cent, solution of 
formalin, or a very dilute solution of 
mercury bichloride, which is corrosive 
sublimate ; theu paint it with ordinary 
paint of auy kind, aud dually rill the 
cavity with auy kind ol cement, or 
use one part of Portland cement with 
about four or live parts of sand. 


"This is practically nothing else 


than the principle of moJeru dentistry 
applied to the preservation of the tree. 
The dentist cleans out the cavity of a 
decayiug tooth, applies an antiseptic 
to prevent further decay, aud rills the 
tooth with some substance that by 
preservation will prevent the possi- 
bility of further decay. We are coming 
to see that the treatment of all living 
things for ill and alllictions is based 
upon the same fundamental biological 
principle."

Bark Beetles in Trees 


Specimen twigs of fruit trees reach- 


ed the Division of Zoology of the de- 
partment of Agriculture, Harrisburg, 
from Cambridge Springs, Pa., which 
the sender supposed were infested 
with San Jose scale. State Zoologist 
Surface, in acknowledging their re- 
ceipt, gave the following information 
as to the cause of their badly appear- 
ing condition : 


"We find that the pear twigs are in- 


fested with scolytids or bark beetles, 
which are boring in the dead wood 
beaeath the bark. They have not 
caused the death of these twigs, but 
they are there because the twigs are 
dead and aflord favorable places for 
the'beetles to live. It is probably 
that the pear twigs died by blight, 
and that the beetles caine later. There 
is nothing to do but to cut out the 
dead and dying parts, and burn them 
promptly. 
For all cases of blight cut 


out and burn the blighted parts."

A JOINT RESOLUTION 


Proposing amendments 
to sections 


eight and twenty-one of article four, 
sections eleven and twelve of arti- 
cle five, sections two, three, and four 
teen of article eight, section one of 
article twelve, and sections two and 
seven of article fourteen, of the Con- 
stitution of Pennsylvania, and pro- 
viding a schedule for carrying the 
amendments into effect. 
Section 1. Be it resolved by the Sen- 


ate and House of Representatives of 
the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania in 
General Assembly met, That the fol- 
lowing are proposed as amendments to 
the Constitution of the Commonwealth 
of Pennsylvania, in accordance with 
the provisions of the eighteenth arti- 
cle thereof:— 


Amendment One—To Article Four, 


Section Eight. 


Section 2. Amend section eight of ar- 


ticle four of the Constitution of Penn- 
sylvania which reads as follows:— 


"He shall nominate and, by and with 


the advice and consent of two-thirds of 
all the members of the Senate, appoint 
a Secretary of the Commonwealth and 
an Attorney General during pleasure, a 
Superintendent of Public Instruction 
for four years, and such other officers 
of the Commonwealth as he is or may 
be authorized by the Constitution or 
by law to appoint; he shall have power 
to fill all vacancies that may happen, 
in offices to which he may appoint, dur- 
ing the recess of the Senate, by grant- 
ing commissions which shall expire at 
the end of their next session; he shall 
have power to fill any vacancy that 
may happen, during the recess of the 
Senate, in the office of Auditor Gen- 
eral, State Treasurer, Secretary of In- 
ternal Affairs or Superintendent of 
Public Instruction, in .a judicial office, 
or in any other elective office which 
be is or may be authorized to fill; If 
the vacancy shall happen during the 
session of the Senate, the Governor 
shall nominate to the Senate, before 
their final adjournment, a proper per- 
son to fill said vacancy; but in any 
such case of vacancy, in an elective of- 
fice, a person shall be chosen to said 
office at the next general election, un- 
less the vacancy shall happen within 
three calendar months immediately 
preceding such election, in which case 
the election for said office shall be held 
at the second succeeding general elec- 
tion. In acting on executive nomina- 
tions the Senate shall sit with open 
doors, and, in confirming or rejecting 
the nominations of the Governor, the 
vote shall be taken by yeas and nays, 
and shall be entered on the journal," 
so as to read as follows:— 


He shall nominate and, by and with 


the advice and consent of two-thirds of 
all the members of the Senate, appoint 
a Secretary of the Commonwealth and 
an Attorney General during pleasure, a 
'Superintendent of Public Instruction 
for four years, and such other officers 
of the Commonwealth as he is or may 
be authorized by the Constitution or 
by law to appoint; he shall have power 
to fill all vacancies that may happen, 
in offices to which he may appoint, 
during the recess of the Senate, by 
granting commissions which shall ex- 
pire at the end of their next session; 
he shall have power to fill any vacan- 
cy that may happen, during the recess 
of the Senate, in the office of Auditor 
General, State Treasurer, Secretary of 
Internal Affairs or Superintendent of 
Public Instruction, in a judicial office, 
or in any other elective office which he 
is or may be authorized to fill; if the 
vacancy shall happen during the se-> 
sion of the Senate, the Governor shall 
nominate to the Senate, before their 
final adjournment, a proper person 1o 
fill said vacancy; but In any such case 
of vacancy, in an elective office, a per- 
son shall be chosen to said office on the 
next election day appropriate to such 
office, according to the provisions of 
this Constitution, unless the vacancy 
shall happen within two 
calendar 


months immediately preceding such 
election day, in which case the elec- 
tion for said office shall be held on the 
second succeeding election day appro- 
priate to such office. In acting on ex- 
ecutive nominations the Senate shall 
sit with open doors, and, in confirming 
or rejecting the nominations of the 
Governor, the vote shall be taken by 
yeas and nays, and shall be entered on 
the journal. 
Amendment Two—To Article Four, 


Section Twenty-one. 


Section 3. Amend section twenty-one 


of article four, which reads as follows: 


"The term of the Secretary of Inter- 


nal Affairs shall be four years; of the 
Auditor General three years; and of the 
State Treasurer two years. These of- 
ficers shall be chosen by the qualified 
•Merto'-s of the State at genera' elec- 
tion«. Xo person elected to the office 
r.f Auditor General or State Treasurer 
shall be capable of holding the same 
office for two consecutive terms," so as 
to read: — 


The terms of the Secretary of Inter- 


nal Affairs, the Auditor General, and 
rh a State Treasurer shall each be four 
jenrs: and they snail be chosen by the 
qualifed electors of the State at gener- 
al elections; hut a State Treasurer, 
elected in the year one thousand nine 
hundred and nine, shall serve for three 
y°ars. ?nd his successors shall be elect- 
ed at the general election in the year 
one thousand nine hundred and twelve 
and in every fourth year thereafter. 
Xo person elected to the office of Audi- 
tor General or State Treasurer shall be 
capable of holding the same office for 
two consecutive terms. 
Amendment Three—To Article Five, 


Section Eleven. 


Section 4. Amend section eleven of 


article five, which reads as follows:— 
"Except as otherwise provided in this 
Constitution, justices of the peace or 
aldermen shall be elected in the sever- 
al wards, districts, boroughs and town- 
ships at the time of the election of con- 
stables, by the qualified electors there- 
of, in such manner aa shall be directed 
by law, and shall be commissioned by 
the Governor for a term of five years. 
No township, ward, district or boitracb 
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shall elect more than two justices of 
the peace or aldermen without the con- 
sent of a majority of the qualified elec- 
tors within such township, ward or 
borough; no person shall be elected to 
such office unless he shall have resided 
within the township, borough, ward or 
district for one year next preceding 
his election. In cities containing over 
fifty thousand inhabitants, not more 
than one alderman shall be elected in 
each ward or district," so as to read:— 


Except as otherwise provided in this 


Constitution, justices of the peace or 
aldermen shall be elected in the sever- 
al wards, districts, boroughs or town- 
ships, by the qualified electors thereof, 
at the municipal election, in such man- 
ner as shall be directed by law, and 
shall be commissioned by the Governor 
for a term of six years. No township, 
ward, district or borough shall elect 
more than two justices of the peace or 
aldermen without the consent of a ma- 
jority of the qualified electors within 
such township, ward or borough; no 
person shall be elected to such office 
unless he shall have resided within the 
township, borough, ward or district for 
one year next preceding his election. 
In cities containing over fifty thousand 
inhabitants, not more than one alder- 
man shall be elected in each ward or 
district. 
Amendment Four—To Article Five, 


Section Twelve. 


Section 5. Amend section twelve of 


article five of the Constitution, which 
reads as follows:— 


"In Philadelphia there shall be es- 


tablished, for each thirty thousand in- 
habitants, one court, not of record, of 
police and civil causes, with jurisdic- 
tion not exceeding one hundred dol- 
lars; such courts shall be held by mag- 
istrates whose term of office shall be 
five years and they shall be elected on 
general ticket by the qualified voters 
at large; and in the election of the 
said magistrates no voter shall vote 
for more than two-thirds of the num- 
ber of persons to be elected when more 
than one are to be chosen; they shall be 
compensated only by fixed salaries, to 
be paid by said county; and shall exer- 
cise such jurisdiction, civil and crimi 
nal. except as herein provided, as is 
now exercised by aldermen, subject to 
such changes, npt involving an in- 
crease of civil jurisdiction or confer 
ring political duties, as may be made 
by law. In Philadelphia the office of 
alderman is abolished," so as to read 
as follows:— 


In Philadelphia there shall be estab- 


lished, for each thirty thousand inhab- 
itants, one court, not of record, of po- 
lice and civil causes, with jurisdiction 
not exceeding one hundred dollars; 
such courts shall be held by magi- 
strates whose term of office shall be six 
years, and they shall be elected on gen- 
eral ticket at the municipal election, 
by the qualified voters at large; and in 
the election of the said magistrates no 
voter shall vote for more than two- 
thirds of the number of persons to be 
elected when more than one are to be 
chosen; they shall be compensated 
only by fixed salaries, to be paid by 
said county; and shall exercise such 
jurisdiction, civil and criminal, except 
as herein provided, as is now exercised 
by aldermen, subject to such changes, 
not involving an increase of civil juris- 
diction or conferring political duties, 
as may be made by law. In Philadel- 
phia the office of alderman is abolished 
Amendment Five—To Article Eight, 


Section Two. 


Section 6. Amend section two of ar- 


ticle eight, which reads as follows:— 


"The general election shall be held 


annually on the Tuesday next follow 
ing the first Monday of November, but 
the General Assembly may by law fix 
a different day, two-thirds of all the 
members of each House consenting 
thereto," so as to read:— 


The general election shall be held bi- 


ennially on the Tuesday next follow- 
ing the first Monday of November in 
each even-numbered year, but the Gen- 
eral Assembly may by law fix a differ- 
ent day, two-thirds of all the members 
of each House consenting thereto: Pro- 
vided, That such election shall always 
be held in an even-numbered year. 


Amendment Six—To Article Eight, 


Section Three. 


Section 7. Amend section three of ar- 


ticle eight, which reads as follows:— 


"All 
elections for city, ward, bor- 


ough and township officers, for regular 
terms of service, shall be held on the 
third Tuesday of February." so as to 
read:— 


All judges elected by the electors of 


the State at large may be elected at 
either a general or municipal election, 
as circumstances ma3' require. All elec- 
tions for judges of the courts for the 
several judicial districts, and for coun- 
ty, city, ward, borough, and township 
officers for regular terms of service, 
shall be held on the municipal election 
day; 
namely, the Tuesday next follow- 


ing the first Monday of November in 
each odd-numbered year, but the Gen- 
eral Assembly may by law fix a differ- 
ent day, two-thirds of all the members 
of each House consenting thereto: Pro- 
vided. That such election shall always 
he held in an odd-numbered year. 
Amendment Seven—To Article Eight, 


Section Fourteen. 


Section 8. Amend section fourteen of 


article eight, which reads as follows: — 


"District election boards shall con- 


-•ist of a judge and two inspectors, who 
=hall l>e chosen annually by the citi- 
zens. Each elector shall have the right 
•o vote fur !he judge anj one inspector, 
ind each inspector shall appoint one 
•lerk. The first election hoard for any 
n'jw district shall be selected, and va- 
c''n<"ies in election boards filled, as 
<}ii}l he provided by law. Election offi- 
cers shall he privileged from arrest up- 
on days of election, and while engaged 
inmakingup and transmitting returns, 
<*xoppt upon warrant of a court of record 
or judge thereof, for an election fraud. 
for felony, or for wanton breach of the 
peace. In cities they may claim ex- 
emption from jury duty during their 
terms of service," so as to read:— 


.District election hoards shall consist 


of a judge and two Inspectors, who 
shall be chosen biennially, by the citi- 
zens at the municipal election; but the 
General Assembly may require said 
hoards to be appointed In such man- 
ner as it may by law provide. Laws 
regulating the appointment of said 
boards may be enacted to apply to 
cities only: Provided. That such laws 


uniform for cities of the same class. 


Each elector shall have the right to 
vote for the judge and one Inspector, 


and each inspector shall appoint one 
clerk. The first election board for any 
new district shall be selected, and va- 
cancies in election boards filled, as 
shall be provided by law. Election of- 
ficers shall be privileged from arrest 
u|M>n days oi election, and while en- 
gaged in making up and transmitting 
returns, except upon warrant of a 
court of record, or judge thereof, for 
an election fraud, for felony, or for 
wanton breach of the peace. In cities 
they may claim exemption from jury 
dut'v during their terms of service. 
Amendment Eight—To Article Twelve, 


Section One. 


Section 9. Amend section one, article 


twelve, which reads as follows:— 


"All 
officers, whose selection is not 


provided for in this Constitution, shall 
be elected or appointed as may be di- 
rected by law," so as to read:— 


All officers, whose selection is not 


provided for in this Constitution, shall 
be elected or appointed as may be di- 
rected by law: Provided, That elec- 
tions of State officers shall be held on 
a general election day, and elections of 
local officers shall be held on a munici- 
pal election day, except when, in either 
case, special elections may be required 
to fill unexpired terms. 
Amendment Nine—To Article Four- 


teen, Section Two. 


Section 10. Amend section two of ar- 


ticle fourteen, which reads as follows:— 


"County officers shall be elected at 


the general elections and shall hold 
their offices for the term of three years 
beginning on the first Monday of Jan- 
uary next after their election, and un- 
til their successors shall be duly quali- 
fied; all vacancies not otherwise pro- 
vided for, shall be filled in such man- 
ner as may he provided by law," so as 
to read:— 
County officers shall be elected at the 


municipal elections and shall hold 
their offices for the term of four years, 
beginning on the first Monday of Jan- 
uary next after their election, and un- 
til their successors shall be duly quali- 
fied; all vacancies not otherwise pro- 
vided for, shall be filled in such man- 
ner as may be provided by law. 
Amendment Ten—To Article Fourteen, 


Section Seven. 


Section 11. Amend section seven, ar- 


ticle fourteen, which reads as follows: 


"Three county commissioners and 


three county auditors shall be elected 
in each county where such officers are 
chosen, in the year one thousand eight 
hundred and seventy-five and every 
third year thereafter; and in the elec- 
tion of said officers each qualified elec- 
tor shall vote for no more than two 
persons, and the three persons having 
the highest number of votes shall be 
elected; any casual vacancy in the of- 
fice of county commissioner or county 
auditor shall be filled, by the court of 
common pleas of the county in which 
such vacancy shall occur, by the ap- 
pointment of an elector of the proper 
county who shall have voted for the 
commissioner or auditor whose place 
is to be filled," so as to read:— 


Three county commissioners 
and 


three county auditors shall be elected 
in each county where such officers are 
chosen, in the year one thousand nine 
hundred and eleven and every fourth 
year thereafter; and in the election 
of said officers each qualified elector 
shall vote for no more than two per- 
sons, and the three persons having the 
highest number of votes shall be elect- 
ed; any casual vacancy in the office of 
county commissioner or county audi- 
tor shall be filled by the court of com- 
mon pleas of the county in which such 
vacancy shall occur, by the appoint- 
ment of an elector of the proper coun- 
ty who shall have voted for the com- 
missioner or auditor whose place is to 
be filled. 


Schedule for the Amendments. 


Section 12. That no inconvenience 


may arise from the changes in the Con- 
stitution of the Commonwealth, and in 
order to carry the same into complete 
operation, it is hereby declared that— 


In the case of officers elected by the 


people, all terms of office fixed by act 
of Assembly at an odd number of years 
shall each be lengthened one year, but 
the Legislature may change the length 
of the term, provided the terms for 
which such officers are elected shall al- 
ways be for an even number of years. 


The above extension of official terms 


shall not affect officers elected at the 
general election of one thousand nine 
hundred and eight; nor any city, ward, 
borough, township, or election division 
officers, whose terms of office, under ex- 
isting law, end in the year one "thou- 
sand nine hundred and ten. 


In the year one thousand nine hun- 


dred and ten the municipal election 
shall be held on the third Tuesday of 
February, as heretofore: but all offi- 
cers chosen at that election to an of- 
fice the regular term of which is two 
years, and also all election officers and 
assessors chosen at that election, shall 
serve until the first Monday of Decem- 
ber in the year one thousand nine hun- 
dred and eleven. All officers chosen at 
that election to offices the term of 
which is now four years, or is made 
four years by the operation of these 
amendments or this schedule, shall 
serve until the first Monday of Decem- 
ber in the year one thousand nine hun- 
dred and thirteen. All justices of the 
pence, 
magistrates, and 
aldermen, 


chosen at that election, shall serve un- 
til the first Monday of December in the 
year one thousand nine hundred and 
fifteen. 
After the year nineteen hun- 


dred and ten, and until the Legisla- 
ture shall otherwise provide, all term? 
of city, ward, borough, township, and 
election division officers shall begin on 
th? first Monday of December in an 
odd-numbered year. 


Ail city. ward, borough, and town- 


ship officers holding office at the date 
of the approval of these amendments, 
whose terms of office may end in the 
year one thousand nine hundred and 
eleven, shall continue to hold their of- 
fices until the first Monday of Decem- 
ber of that year. 


All judges of the courts for the sev- 


eral judicial districts, and also all 
county oiBcers, holding office at the 
date of the approval »of these amend- 
ments, whose terms of office may end 
in the year one thousand nine hun- 
dred and eleven, shall continue to hold 
their offices until the first Monday of 
January, one thousand nine hundred 
and twelve.

Mr. McClain was speaker of the 
house of representatives at Harrisburg 
during the session of 1907. The po- 
litical upheaval following the iniquities 
of the session of 1905 had admonishe i 
the machine managers that it was ne- 
cessary, to make at least a pretense of 
impro\ement, and Mr. McClain was 
made speaker as a concession to the 
decent element of his party. 


Speaker McClain is known variously 


as the "Silver-Tongued Representa- 
tive" and the "Red Rose of Lancaster." 
A man of good impulses and gifte.l 
with oratorical powers of exceptional 
merit, he is greatly in demand 011 the 
"stump." It was said at the time that 
the nomination of J. A. Stober for 
state treasurer was more for the pur- 
pose of enlisting the active help ot 
McClain in the campaign than to honor 
Stober. There is a tradition that Lan- 
casterians hold together under all cir- 
cumstances, and it was believed that 
the nomination of a Lancaster man, 
however bad. would guarantee the set 
vices of McClain. 


Events have proved that this ex- 


pectation has been disappointed, how- 
ever. Mr. McClain was invited to be 
the principal orator at the opening 
meeting, which is regarded 
as the 


most important of the campaign. That 
honor is usually bestowed on Penros^ 
himself, and it is said that he covet = 
it. But exigencies this year suggested 
that it be used as a bait for Frank 
McClain. But it didn't work. On the 
day of the meeting he failed to appear, 
and his absence was explained by n 
statement that he had been called t- 
Pittsburg on unavoidable legal busi- 
ness. 


As a matter of fact Mr. McClain is 


not a lawyer and had no legal or any 
other kind of business in Pittsburg on 
the day of the Allentown meeting. He 
wasn't in Pittsburg at all on that day. 
but was quietly pursuing his own af- 
fairs at home, the contemplation of 
the consternation in Allentown on ac- 
count of his absence, no doubt, being 
a considerable source of enjoyment to 
him. 
The following Harrisburg dis- 


patch, published in the Philadelphia 
Record the day after the meeting, 
gives the real reason for McClain's ab- 
sence from Allentown:

Harrisburg, Pa., Sept. 11. 
There is trouble in the Republi- 
can political camp—not only trou- 
ble, but revolt.

McClain was 
in Harrisburg yesterday, and tola 
some of his friends that ho did no:

meeting today. 
This is all the 
more significant, as both Siss-.m.

The Quay Monument. 


The hoard cf public grounds and 


buildings at Harrisburg has declined 
to take action in the matter of the 
Quay statue, and by resolution adopted 
at its recent meeting referred the sub- 
ject to and shifted responsibility upon 
the Quay monument commission. This 
was neither courageous nor consistent. 
The act of assembly provides that the 
board of public grounds and buildings 
and the statue commission shall se- 
lect the site on the capitol grounds for 
the monument. As there is not ar.:l 
never has been a monument commis- 
sion, the board of public grounds and 
buildings has simply dodged its own 
obligations by referring them to a 
body which has no existence. That is 
not creditable. 


The constitution requires that all 


such appointments by the governor 
shall be confirmed by the state senate, 
and fn the absence of such ratification 
there can be no valid appointment. 
The senate never confirmed the nomi- 
nation of David H. Lane, J. DonaM 
Cameron and Samuel Moody as com- 
missioners to procure a statue of Quay 
or anybody else, and those gentlerren 
had no authority of law to contrr.ct 
for such an effigy. 
Having done so. 


however, in the absence of authority, 
the fiscal officers of the state ought to 
have refused payment. As this wn? 
not done, the only right course left f' - 
the board of public buildings an". 
grounds was to emphatically refuse to 
desecrate the capitol or park with it. 


Senator Quay never performed ar - 


valuable service for the people o 
Pennsylvania. He looted the treasure 
debauched the politics and corrupt''". 
the public life of the commonwealth 
and it he hadn't pleaded the statute 
of limitations to secure immunity from 
punishment for his crimes he probah' • 
would have died in jail or as a fugitjv> 
from justice.

Citizens who favor honest politics 


and just government have grave rea- 
sons to be alarmed on account of the 
provisions of one of the proposed 
amendments to the constitution. It is 
a palpable attempt upon the part o! 
the machine legislature to deprive 
them of one of their most important 
political rights. 
If adopted the peo- 


ple of the cities will no longer enjoy 
the privilege of selecting their own 
election officers by ballot. They wil! 
be appointed by the machine "in such 
manner" as the machine legislature 
"may 
by law provide." 


Section 14. article 8, of the consti- 


tution of Pennsylvania reads as fol- 
lows : 


Section 14. 
District election 
boards shall consist of a judge and 
two inspectors, who shall be 
chosen annually by the citizens. 
Each elector shall have the right 
to vote for one judce and one In- 
spector, and each inspector shall 
appoint one clerk. The first elec- 
tion board for any new district 
shall be selected, and vacancies in 
election boards filled, as shall be 
provided by law. Election officers 
shall be privileged from arrest 
upon clays ot" election, and while 
engaged in making up and trans- 
mitting returns, except upon war- 
rant of a court of record or • a 
judge thereof, for an 
election 


fraud, for felony, or for wanton 
breach ot the peace. In cities they 
may claim exemption from jury 
duty during their terms of service. 
The proposed amendment reads aa 


follows: 


Section 
14. District 
election 
boards shall consist of a judge and 
two inspectors, who snail be 
chosen biennially by the citizens, 
at the municipal elections; but 
the general assembly may require 
said boards to be appointed in 
such manner as it may by law pro- 
vide. Laws regulating the appoint- 
ment of said boards may be enact- 
ed to apply to cities only.

Each 
elector shall have the right to 
vote for the judge and one in- 
spector, and each inspector shall 
appoint one clerk.

Election officers 
shall be privileged from arrest 
upon days of election, and while 
engaged in making up and trans- 
mitting returns, except upon war- 
rant of a court of record or judge 
thereof, for an election fraud, for 
felony, or for wanton breach of 
the peace.
